DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 16 of claim 1, the 
limitation "extension pole" lacks proper antecedent basis in the claim. The claim has previously 
set forth a main pole and an extension arm but not an extension pole. Based on Applicant's 
arguments, the limitations should be - extension arm--. For the purpose of examination on the 
merits, the limitation is assumed to be -extension arm--. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 8 and 12-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Emoto 
4,922,694, previously cited. 

Emoto discloses an accessory for a line trimmer having a main pole (s) and a trimmer 
head (H). The accessory includes: 

a straight extension arm (straight bar of 22) 

a wheel assembly (16) connected to the extension arm via frame (14) and having 

at least one wheel (74) 

an adjustable first clamp (See Fig. 10, 20) 

a second clamp (67) attached to the extension arm via frame (14) 
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a locking member (37, 36, 82, See Fig. 13) 

The first clamp assembly is capable of being attached anywhere along main pole (s) and 
is adjustable along said extension are through pivot (54) so that the distance between the wheel 
assembly and the trimmer head (See Fig. 3 and Fig. 4) can be adjusted to support the trimmer 
head at different angles and elevations. The second clamp member enables the angular 
orientation of the extension arm to be adjusted relative to the main pole on the line trimmer by 
allowing 65 and 66 to slide relative to each other. 

Regarding claim 12, wheel (74) is rotatably mounted on the wheel assembly. 

Regarding claim 13, the wheel assembly is fixed on the extension pole via the frame 
when screws 36 are locked. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-2 and 4-7 are allowed if the objection to claim 1 is corrected. 

5. Claims 9-11 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 8 and 12-13 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 
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Applicant amended claims 1 and 18 to include the limitation that the extension arm is 
straight. This amendment overcame the rejection based upon Gilbert et al. and necessitated the 
new rejection above. Emoto was cited on the IDS filed 10/1/2003 by Applicant. 

Conclusion 

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
